With respect to US Patent 5,550,215, the only reason the patent is cited in the instant application is to address methods of cyclization 
and polymer reversal of polymers. See the cited page 9, lines 11-12. Further, US 5,550,215 , in the cited paragraph discusses the issue 
of second protective group in one of several possible methods of synthesis of oligonucleotides.
